Why Air Raid Drill* 
Should Be Continued 


A GOOD MANY PERSONS have been 
wondering why It is necessary, if a t all, to 
have continued air raid testa, or drills. The 
chief reason is th a t there has been a con­ 
siderable am ount of turnover in nearly all 
com munities because of persons entering 
th e armed services or going from one place 
to another to take new jobs. 
I t is also 
obvious th a t occasional practice Is neces­ 
sary in order to keep the program in good 
working order. 
A few protests from cltisens against 
continuation of the drills have been re­ 
ceived by the W ashington headquarters of 
the Office of Civilian Defense, but in the 
m ain local councils appear to be favorable 
to them . 
This protective system appears to have 
been pretty well organised throughout the 
country. There are upward of 14 OOO local 
councils of defense and those engaged in 
w hat are called the “protective service*’* 
now have an enrol Inturn** of 
more 
th an 
8 000 000 individuals. 
The total registra­ 
tion of volunteers in all branches of civil­ 
ian defense 
for salvage drives, aid in the 
rationing program and for w elfare and 
other serricea—am ounts to more th a n 12,- 
000.000 persons throughout 
the 
country. 
The OCD reports th a t the num ber who 
have completed training as air raid w ard­ 
ens, airplane spotters, auxillary pollee and 
firemen, aa well as emergency workers, is 
constantly rising. 
It is wise to be prepared against all 
possible w ar eventualities 
and 
the 
OCD 
program in general is necessary to this end. 
Everybody, accordingly, should contribute 
to Its continued m aintenance and constant 
Improvement.

Russia the Key 


Of War Strategy,

fident beliefs and hopes of the Unit­ 
ed Nations but he did not, of course, 
estimate how long the process of 
bringing the war To a victorious end 
was going to take.

Basic Plan Obvious 


To understand the strategy of this 
war and to eliminate wishful think­ 
ing of unrealistic estimates of the 
time when ea'ly victory is to be 
achieved, it is necessary to know 
the basic plan of the United Na­ 
tion*. There is no secret "about it 
because the plan is obvious, though 
often even the obvious is overlooked. 
The primary war strategy of the 
year is to help Rtuusia. Everything 
depends on Russia's ability to hold. 
For on the continent of Europe, 
Russia along holds in check a huge 
number of German divisions. 
So anything and everything that 
ran be done in a military sense to 
divert Nazi strength from pressure 
cm Russia is the real objective of 
any movement udertake. There are 
three place* where the Allies might 
strike the continent—In Northern 
France, in Norway and in Southern 
Europe along the Mediterranean 
roast. Tile ll.va&lon of France at 
the moment is considered undesir­ 
able for various reason* and the 
shipping involved In an attack on 
Norway could dobutlesa be better 
used in the Mediterranean. 


Italy f rowned Off 


But, it will be asked, how can the 
occupation of Sicily produce any 
substantial division of troop* from 
Russia? The answer is that Hitler 
has probably crossed off Italy as he 
did Tunis except as a means of de­ 
laying the Allied operations for the 
rest of this summer. 
Undoubtedly the German offen­ 
sive against Russia was undertaken 
only after Hitler learned from his 
agents in Spain just what shipping 
was pawing through the Straits of 
Gibraltar. When be saw that th# 
Allies were going ahead with their 
attacks on various islands in th* 
Meedlterranean — Sicily, 
perhaps 
Crete and other Greek Island—he 
made up his mind to strike with 
all his might at Russia in a final 
desperate attempt to cut off Moscow 
from the iou th. 


BmppUm R■«bed 


This move has been anticipated. 
Lend-lease supplies have been rush­ 
ed to the ald of Stalin’s forces in 
large quantities. The Russians are 
better prepared then they have been 
in any previous yeat to withstand 
the new offensive But already the 
Nazis have made substantial gains 
and we may be in for some anxious 
weeks ahead The crisis of the way 
may conceivably coms with the 
fighting in Russia this summer. 
Hitter will not need to divert any 
large number of divisions to take 
care of the "clean-up" operations 
which the Allies are to undertake 
this year. The so-called ''Invasion'' 
of the continent of Europe or "sec­ 
ond front” is apparently not going 
to materialize though the headlines 
about landings in Sicily are also 
celled "invasions" and give rise to 
false hope* when as a matter of 
feet any large land operations on 
the continent of Europe are no­ 
where in sight except on the plains 
of Russia. There alone is the tag 
clash of armies versus armies and 
tanks versus tanks. 


Air Fewer a Big Factor

come through air power. Not only 
in the raids on Industrial Germany 
but in the launching of new raids 
on points in Southern Europe, per­ 
haps from new base# to be ac­ 
quired in Sicily and other Mediter­ 
ranean islands, there will come such 
a furious “air invasion'’ as to cause 
Hitler to bring bark from the Rus­ 
sian plane* the fighter plane* he 
will need to protect his home terri­ 
tory. 
The Russians then may be able by 
the synchronized use of airplanes 
with ground forces to harass the 
German division* to such a point as 
to bring about their disorganization 
and defeat. Air power may play e 
bigger part in diverting Nazi fight­ 
ing power from the Russian front 
in 1943 than our land operation* in 
Southern Europe. 


AM* U Longer War 


But it all adds up to a longer war 
than the general public thinks is 
coming. It takes time to “clean up” 
th# Mediterranean—maybe another 
six to nine months. Then it take* 
time to rearm the people of Jugo­ 
slavia and Greece and to reach up 
into Rumania aAd Bulgaria. Maybe 
by 1944 we will have a firm foothold 
in the Balkans and relieve Russia 
of the Impact of any more German 
offensives, and maybe when wa have 
established a “second front" in the 
Balkans Turkey will Join us, and 
then the big push into Northern 
Franc* can be launched. 
But it all depends on Russia and 
it would be conservative to figure 
on 1945 as the outer limit of World 
War II so far as Europe is con­ 
cerned.
